Bill started collecting at a young age. Really started collecting when after confirmation at a local church, his 
godfather took him to Detroit and let him pick $10 worth of coins out of boxes that he wanted. He remembers 
the adults getting a big kick out of him having fun with picking through the box. He recollects on a separate 
occasion while in college, picking up a Pattern out of a junk box. He fell in love with Patterns because of 
their rarity, artwork, and design he never saw before on a coin. He loved the history behind them. One of his 
favorites of the Patterns is the $4 Stella. He became so involved, that he started collecting auction catalogs to 
track pricing. He bought numerous reference books on the subject. He also collected paper money focusing 
on Michigan banknotes and Michigan Obsoletes. He acquired most of his materials from coin shows and 
auctions. He also dabbled in other areas of coins (type, gold, early proof). 


Bill graduated from Ferris State College in Accounting with high honors. 


Bill owned Rau’s Country Store which is well Known in the state. His father 
started the business as the original owner, financed it while Bill ran it for 
many years.

Dean grew up on a farm outside Ringsted, 
lowa. It was on that farm that he delved 
into numismatics after going through an old 
box of his dad’s coins while sequestered 
for days in a snowstorm. He Is a lifelong 
collector with a passion for history, research, 
and advancing the hobby. His contributions 
served as the basis of current research in 





Currency, especially National Bank Notes. 


In 1962, Dean relocated to lowa City where he opened a coin shop and then ventured into residential 
development. His shop, Dean Oakes Coin & Currency Is still in operation today. He and John Hickman 
coauthored The Standard Catalog of National Bank Notes. They also spearheaded one of the largest 
accumulations of census data, the basis for which we track nearly all surviving Nationals today. Anyone who 
has ever read a catalog description about a National, bought a current census, or has tracked the history of 
their notes has benefitted from Dean’s passion and hard work. 


Over the years, Dean has built a number of collections. Tonight, we present his small, but incredible collection 
of Serial Number 1 banknotes. With fourteen pieces ranging from early Legal Tenders to Treasury Notes and 
even Federal Reserve issues, It is one of the largest offerings of number one notes since Grinnell. 


In addition to currency, Dean collects automobiles, and still owns the first car he ever bought, a 1930 Buick 
bought at 15 with a group of five friends for $80. That car is on display at the Antique Car Museum of lowa in 
Coralville, a museum that he founded and still actively helos manage. 


Dean is a friend first and client second, and we are honored to once again present some of the treasures he 
has set aside over a venerated career In numismatics. 


Art Davidson 


It is not often that one of our consignors is known worldwide for his mountain 
climbing exploits and is a member of the Alaska Sports Hall of Fame, but thanks 
to Art Davidson we can now say we have accomplished that. Art was born in 
Colorado, and after a brief stint in college (as he puts it “Except for a semester 
playing poker, | didn’t go to college.”) he turned to mountain climbing and at a 
young age and in 1967 was part of a three man team that became the first group 
to successfully reach the summit of Mount McKinley (since 2015, known as 
Denali) during the winter. Facing a fierce storm on their descent, the team faced 


wind chills calculated to be at — 148 Degrees F. Art went on to be a legend in 





the annals of Mountain climbing and wrote a book about his experiences entitled 
Minus 148 Degrees in 1969 at the age of 25. He wrote a second book in 1990, In the Wake of the Exxon Valdez, and 
today continues to be both a successful business man and a person with many interests, having written another book 


entitled Endangered Peoples about the struggles of indigenous people around the world. 


Art has focused primarily on the $100 note and has strived to collect small size $100s by series and district as well as 
large size $100s by type. This interest was sparked by childhood memories of trips to the racetrack with his father and 


brother and the hundred dollar bills that accompanied successful wagers.

Porteus, a native 
of Perth, Scotland, was a successful trader in Little Falls. According 
to manuscripts at the University of Michigan, “During the American 
Revolution, Porteous worked as a merchant in New York City, and helped 
to supply the local garrison with British goods. He was also part-owner 
of the British privateer Vengeance.” He died in March 1799, placing these 
notes in the 18th century. (1,500-up)

Face plate number 1 is printed in the left 
selvage. Although a few single examples are known, besides this block, a strip of four that was in the Milt Friedberg and Mayer sales and a strip of three in Ford 
XIX are the only known multiples of this error. The block itself was not mentioned in any Fractional references until the Milton Friedberg Encyclopedia. D.W. 
Valentine makes note of strips of three and four but no larger multiples. (6,000-up)

Both Tillman and Morgan were Legal signers, giv- 
ing this unique note the full Legal Tender status. It is the Fractional equivalent of Friedberg 1330, the Red Back Spinner, signed by Allison and New. Allison and 
New were in office together from June 30, 1875 until January 7, 1876, long after Third Issue notes had ceased to be issued.

A beautiful and rare $20 denomination from this iconic series with a 
custom vignette by Murray, Draper, Fairman & Co. and the Auguste 
Chouteau signature. Printed on red fiber bank note paper. The style is 
similar to other denominations, except for the vignette location. There 
are two obligation styles for the $3, $5, and $10 notes. The Jefferson bust 
vignette has moved to the upper right, with JEFFERSON arched over 
the head. Titles and obligation are across with “bearer” written rather 
than engraved. The end panels are similar to other denominations with 
TWENTY at the left and MISSOURI at the right. This is a rare denomi- 
nation and only the third we have cataloged. A nice note and underappre- 
ciated in comparison with the more frequently seen $10 denominations.

The bank was incorporated in 1833 and continued uneventfully in busi- 
ness until 1865 when it became the American National Bank (Charter 
1472) in 1865. This rare note dates from 1860 and incorporates a allegori- 
cal vignette of Commerce flanked by two red V protectors. PCGS grades 
this note Very Good 10 noting that there are splits and tears, minor 
stains, and that the note is hole punch cancelled. While all of these things 
are present, they have not degraded the overall appearance of the note 
which will make a nice addition to any Rhode Island or New England col- 
lection.

The railroad was the predecessor of the East Tennessee & Georgia Rail 
Road with most of the money coming from Knoxville investors.

The center 
vignette shows the obligatory train coming down a double track section 
of right-of-way. The other vignettes are all cameo heads whose difficulty 
to reproduce was used to discourage counterfeits.

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20216 (Embreeville), TN- Confederate Iron Works $1 Jan. 31, 1863 
According to the Schafluetzel census of Tennessee scrip notes, this is the 
sole example known for this design and one of two notes known from the 
issuer. It does seem rather ironic that a business with this name would 
be located in the eastern edge of Tennessee which was still strongly pro- 
Union. The circumstances suggest that this could be the Embree Iron 
Company which was taken over by Duff Green, a Confederate business- 
man during the war and renamed to something more his liking. The face 
of the note has an inscription: “From / Hon. LD Griswold / Elyria Ohio” 
which also has significance. Luther Dwight Griswold was a physician 
practicing in Elyria who joined the 103rd Ohio Volunteer Infantry as a 
surgeon in 1862. The regiment moved into East Tennessee in August, 
1863 and this note was taken as a souvenir somewhere along the way. 
After the war Griswold returned to Ohio and served in the Ohio leg- 
islature for four years. It seems likely that Griswold gave away this war 
remembrance sometime during his term in the legislature (thus the term 
“Honorable”). The note grades PCGS Very Fine 20 with the above men- 
tioned inscription on the face, minor stains, and small paper pulls on the 
back noted. Older descriptions suggest that this example is backed but it 
appears that it, instead, was printed on an old medical document that had 
no printing on one side.

The full green tinting is complex on this note, with micro-numerals on three sides of the frame and patent dates and imprint informa- 
tion along the bottom. Both ends have color micro-numeral ovals surrounding vignettes and dies. At lower left is Agriculture seated on a barrel. The upper cor- 
ners with intricate counters. Fully signed by Alexander B. Clitherall as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. The back shows the endorsement “New Orleans June 
7th, 1861/[signed] A. J. Guirot/Assis. Treas. CS” accomplished in fine script. Redemption information is noticed at the bottom on the back as $512.20 was paid 
out in 1862. PMG has made mention of minor repairs which look to be smattering of margin repairs on all sides. They are minor, enough so that they did not 
warrant the addition of the net describer to the holder.

Montgomery notes issued, and there is a greater percentage known from this second printing than the first. The interest-bearing note paid “interest at one cent 
per day.” Like the others in the series, the National Bank Note Company engraving and color tinting work is superb. A bold rendering of a railroad station is 
under the arced title. To the left of the train, workmen are on the loading dock with barrels, sacks, and milk jugs. To the right of the train, passengers congregate 
on the platform. Columbia (partially altered from the similar “America” usage by the imprint), holding a crown of laurel leaves, is at the left. Both vignettes were 
used on several late-date Obsolete notes printed by the National Banknote Company. Intricate color frame, tint plate, counters, and devices appear. The usual 
signatures across, Alexander B. Clitherall as register and E.C. Elmore as treasurer. New Orleans back pen endorsement by Guirot that issued the note is dated 
“June 17, 1861,” and re-issuance with interest on June 20, 1861. There are approximately 190 $100 Montgomery notes known in all grades, ranging from well 
circulated to Choice New condition.

The name became a part 
of American political history when New York Jacksonians used such matches 
to light candles in order to continue a meeting after Tammany Hall men had 
tried to break up the gathering by turning off the gaslights. Detailed drawings 
and text on this note are classic political satire. The top center vignette has a 
sinister cat with the face of Vice President/future President Martin Van Buren 
sitting on a bed of bank deposits, while riding a “200,000 Jack Ass Power” 
wagon. This “juggernaut” is being pulled by the “Locofocos” who are wear- 
ing their yokes of “office.” President Jackson and “John Bull” of England take 
in this sight with delight. The far right panel has old maid President Jackson 
trampling the “Vote of Congress,” “Common Sense,” and “Peoples Rights,” 
while holding the “Constitution” and having a “Veto” near at hand. The far 
left panel has a jackass with President Jackson’s face and immediately follow- 
ing this beast of burden is a Martin Van Buren faced monkey who is cleaning 
up behind the jackass in an inventive way.

Also included within the holder are 
handwritten documents affixed to the back of the piece of scrip concerning 
the legal standing of David Alexander. Semi-annual interest at a rate of 6% 
per annum was payable in January and July of each year and it was redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the government. The scrip was issued in lieu of 160 
acres of bounty land that was earned for a minimum of twelve months of 
service in the Mexican War. The war bounty scrip that resulted from the Act 
of 11 February 1847 was issued in 1847, 1848, and 1849 for a total of $233,075. 
There were three denominations - $25, $100, and $1,000. Those who served 
for less than a year received 40 acres or $25 scrip. This piece of scrip was 
part of the $77,150 issued in 1849. Most of the returning soldiers evidently 
preferred land given the relatively small amount issued in this form. Hessler 
lists each of the three denominations with a rarity rating of R8, indicating one 
to three known examples, in An Illustrated History of U.S. Loans.

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NATE SMITH 


Nate Smith was a classic collector of all things Maine. Growing up in Bangor, he 
entered the family business as a cattle dealer. He was an active outdoorsman and 
his travels across the state led him to a subsequent career buying and selling par- 
cels of land to be used for hunting and fishing camps. During the boom days of the 
early 70s, he would often travel to New York City, take a room at a major hotel, and 
offer his parcels to well healed clients seeking land to build their vacation homes. 


At the age of 36, he suffered a major heart attack and the prognosis for recovery 
was bleak. With extended bed rest the doctors predicted he might survive several 
years, but his lifestyle would never be the same. They suggested he take up a 
hobby during his recuperation. Nate’s collecting career started modestly with pur- 
chases of $50 dollar bags of pennies that he would examine for potential rarities, 
key dates, and even a few Indian heads, still found in circulation. After extract- 
ing the better pieces, he would re-roll the common dates and move on to a sec- 
ond bag. Fortunately, his recovery went much better than expected and soon he was travelling to local coin shows in 
the area. He was clearly bitten by the collecting “bug” and moved into more and more expensive purchases at larger 
shows. One of his favorites was the Ed Aleo Show in downtown Boston, held several times a year. There he was intro- 
duced to several dealers of paper currency and his collection of National Bank Notes from Maine took shape. Using the 
Kelly Green Book as a reference, he set out to obtain representative notes from every issuing bank in the state. Over a 
period of more than 30 years he amassed one of the most complete collections of Maine notes, including several dis- 
covery pieces and serial number 1 examples. 





Nate continued to add to his collection until his death in 2009. It is our privilege to offer it here at public auction so a 
new generation of collectors can enjoy these notes as much as Nate did.

Nonetheless, the note is reasonably attractive for this very 
scarce, middle-of-the-book type and the “COMPOUND INTEREST 
TREASURY NOTE? overprint, while somewhat dark, has not broken the 
paper as it so often does. Really not so bad as it stands and, re-repaired, 
this has the potential for being a really nice note.

23210 Columbus, GA- Columbus Armory $2 Oct. 21, 1862 

John D. Gray was a railroad builder and manufacturer who turned his 
attention to the manufacture of munitions and other military goods 
during the Civil War under the names of “John D. Gray & Co.” and the 
“Columbus Armory.” The Columbus Armory (or, more formally, the 
Confederate Arsenal and Armory in Columbus) was one of the major 
Confederate arms providers from the time it was established in the sum- 
mer of 1862 until its destruction by Union forces in April 1865. This 
$2 was also payable at the company’s facility in Graysville, GA, located 
fifteen miles outside of Chattanooga. As the war progressed, this north 
Georgia facility was overrun. We are only aware of a single $2 note on 
this issuer. The example being offered in this sale was originally part of 
the landmark Alan Dorris collection and sold for $763.75 at our 2015 
FUN auction. PCGS Apparent Fine 12 with repairs and masked stains 
noted. On a note of this rarity, these minor shortcomings will be of little 
significance.

The custom center vignette shows a detailed view of the busi- 
ness block where the building was located at 22 North Clark Street which 
did not survive the Chicago Fire of 1871. This remainder, which was used 
circa 1862, grades Very Fine and is appearing for the first time in one of 
our auctions.

The partners sold bottled horseradish and 
expanded their product line to include pickles, vinegar, and sauerkraut. 
The partnership dissolved largely due to the economic chaos wrought by 
the Panic of 1873 and its aftermath. Heinz would go on to form a partner- 
ship with his brother John and cousin Frederick that we still know today, 
adding ketchup (or catsup) to their list of products in 1876. This $2 note 
has an oval rubber-stamped notation left of center that reads, “PAYABLE 
AT MURPHY & BISHOP’S Banking House.” This is the third example 
we have offered, with this being in the best condition of the three with 
only a 3/16” internal body slit and no fold splits.

23233 Connersville, IN- Daniel Hankins’ Dry Goods Store $3 Wolka 
138-1 

Hankins is listed in the 1840 census for Connersville and is listed in both 
the 1850 and 1860 census as a “merchant” in that town. The store was 
in business from sometime during the mid to late 1830s until sometime 
before 1870 (Hankins is shown as living in New Jersey in the 1830 census 
and no longer appears in the 1870 census, suggesting he may have passed 
away by that year). This example is the plate note from the 1978 SPMC 
Indiana catalog and remains excessively rare with no other examples 
known. Extremely Fine-About Uncirculated with minor evidence of 
light handling and two mounting hinge remnants noted.

On notes of this rar- 
ity, these minor shortcomings will not deter serious Indiana collectors.

The bank opened and very quickly closed in 1860 after the bank’s pro- 
moters had additional notes printed and illegally issued in addition to 
the circulation issued through the Auditor of State’s office. The printer, 
W.L. Ormsby, for some reason sent notes to both the Auditor of State and 
the bank’s owners. The $3 features a great eagle vignette and grades Very 
Fine-Extremely Fine. The scarcest denomination from the bank. (350-

At first blush, this note is not a thing of beauty, but its history is phenom- 
enal.

This Civil War era note is from an unregistered series and did not require 
a bank commissioner signature. Printed by ABNCo., Philada. It has a 
vibrant green tint and a lovely layout.

From our 2006 Long Beach Signature auction where it was described, “This Proof last surfaced at our January 1999 FUN auction. Since that 
time another updated edition of U.S. Essay, Proof and Specimen Notes by Gene Hessler has been printed, and this particular proof is not 
mentioned in Mr. Hessler’s latest work. It most resembles Hessler SCE12 as the upper counters lack the extra ornamentation, but the dove in 
the Proof presented here is much darker than the dove pictured in SCE12. In 1999 we speculated that this may be a unique Proof, and almost 
eight years later with the materials we now have at hand, we believe that this is certainly the case. Also, the rest of the description in 1999 still 
rings true today, ‘this is the finest quality Federal Proof we have ever seen. It’s printed on india paper with borders that exceed 1/4 inch all the 
way around.

This design is an adaptation 
from a painting by Walter Shirlaw that still hangs in the halls of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. Famed engraver G.F.C. Smillie engraved 
the figures, while other portions of the design were completed by Thomas F. Morris. Engraving of the border and lettering was completed 
by L.F. Ellis, S.B. Many, George U. Rose Jr., D.S. Ronaldson, Edward M. Hall, J. Kennedy, and E.E. Myers. The india paper is mounted on 
cardstock which has some mounting residue that does not affect the india paper.

The vignette of General Thomas carries photographic-like sharpness 
and his stern facial expression adds credibility to his nickname, “The Rock of Chickamauga.” Most Civil War scholars consider Thomas to be 
the most underrated of the Union generals.

Its final appearance until now was in the May 1995 sale of the Andrew 
Shiva type note collection. The note is beautifully margined, with fresh original embossing, not only of the all-important single digit serial 
number but most all of the design elements. To our best knowledge, only two serial number one notes exist for the $5 Federal Reserve Bank 
Note series.

To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written bids should be entered 
on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place of business at least two business 
days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for executing mail bids or FAX bids received 
on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids submitted after the published closing time; nor is 
Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or 
in person once the Auction begins. Bids placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until 
your written request is received and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-409-1425); such requests must 
state the reason, and may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders 
will not be delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest amount you 
may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be any whole dollar 
amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be between increments, sometimes 
only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose by less than an increment?” on our 
website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No “buy” or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half of the 
increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue to participate only 
at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at Signature® Auctions and Grand 
Format Auctions.

Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code.

14. The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may 
declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have 
been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for 
bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time 
prior to the opening of any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of 
Internet-only auctions when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended 
period, if any 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles references, 
or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot 
consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC 
list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the Auctioneer 
may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason 
and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not 
relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any 
other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.

The Auctioneer 
may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including 
but not limited to the Buyer's Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 


Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine 
if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, 
and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive 
immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a 
hold of 5 days, or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for 
additional information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the 
HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of the Auction. In 
cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation 
to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any other damages pertaining to the 
lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the 
amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may offset amount of its claim against any monies 
owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount of tax 
due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate 
tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. 
The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, 
or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction 
can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the maximum 
statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck and your financial 
institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the 
selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice 
to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney's fees, court costs, and other collection 
costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney's 
time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent 
attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay 
for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an auction conducted 
by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the 
lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent 
hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller's commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of the 
Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other 
property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice 
or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, 
Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% seller's commission, if consigned to an 
auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer 
waives any and all rights of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the 
merchandise included on the invoice.

It is the responsibility of the 
buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a common 
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carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneer’s 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be shipped 
in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping fees 
is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and 
Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on 
file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration 
value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyer's premium and Auctioneer shall use the 
correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for third-party shipment must 
designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all shipments in which Heritage charges the 
Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage until 
the shipping carrier's confirmation of delivery to the address of record in Auctioneer’s file, this is the “Secure 
Location”. A common carrier's confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; if the client has a 
Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without Signature. Auctioneer 
shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers and other transportation vendors on your behalf. Transit 
services are subject to the following terms and conditions:

For each shipment, you will provide 
a Secure Location to which the items will be delivered. NOTICE: Auctioneer is neither an insurance 
company nor a common carrier of any type. 

b. Auctioneer’s Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer for % of 

1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier (collectively, 
“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee and comply 
with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 
. Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneer’ 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. If you claim that any property has sustained 
loss or damage during transit, you must report any such loss or damage to Auctioneer within seventy-two 
(72) hours of the delivery date. Your recovery for loss of or damage to any property is limited to the lesser 
of actual cash value of the property or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable 
for consequential or punitive damages. 
35. Due to the nature of some items sold, it shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange pick- 
up and shipping through third-parties; as to such items Auctioneer shall have no liability. Failure to pick-up 
or arrange shipping in a timely fashion (within ten days) shall subject Lots to storage and moving charges, 
including a $100 administration fee plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5.00 daily for smaller items 
(storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may 
be offered for sale to recover any past due storage or moving fees, including a 10% Seller's Commission. 
36A. The laws of various countries regulate the import or export of certain plant and animal properties, 
including (but not limited to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle 
shell, coral, crocodile, or other wildlife. Transport of such lots may require special licenses for export, 
import, or both.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of shipment 
by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the items 
or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders 
who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been 
made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to 
any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, 
and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, 
Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue 
of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property. 
Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, 
descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by 
Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held responsible 
for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection 
with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these 
Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not 
be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or 
representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a 
principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in 
any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43.In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second 
opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration 
or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the 
assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other 
matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder 
agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; 
e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these 
express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 
Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 
liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 
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Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event that 
Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other transfer 
or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and refund 
of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that 
lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. After one year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s 
maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on the Internet, 
or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer's purchase price without further obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating 
to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the 
Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, 
any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description 
and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or 
regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or your Participation in the auction involving the auction 
or a specific lot involving a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including 
Auctioneer { which claim you consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard 
by, and the claimant (or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being 
presented in a confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted 
under the rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, 
Texas. The arbitrator's award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim involves a 
consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts of Dallas County, 
Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; further CONSUMER 
EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect arbitration as specified 
above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related items may be submitted through 
binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default 
or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are 
waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time 
of return or conditions and restrictions for return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and 
construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief 
on its damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on 
damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. Any 
dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without involvement or 
responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether the 
successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees that all 
disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms and Conditions 
and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the arbitration provision. In 
the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of 
arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State 
of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, 
the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the personal 
jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery process. 
Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any claim shall 
utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in these Terms and 
Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on 
that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit bidding 
on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the Auctioneer’s 
Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, are strictly prohibited.

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Carlson R. Chambliss was born in Boston in 1941. His 
lifelong endeavors have focused on learning, research, and 
teaching, not only in academia, but also in numismatics. He 
graduated from Harvard University in 1962, and in 1968, he 
received a Ph. D degree in astronomy from the University of 
Pennsylvania. From 1970 to 2003, he was on the faculty of 
the Kutztown University of Pennsylvania Dr. His decades of 
work earned him the Kutztown University President's Medal, 
awarded to “individuals who bring honor and distinction to 
the university, and who serve as examples to KU students 
and alumni.” Chambliss also established the Chambliss 
Student Academic Achievement Award and the Chambliss 
Faculty Award. Since its inception in 2004, more than 150 
outstanding students have been recognized by Chambliss 
and the university with the award and scholarships. 


Chambliss has been a lifelong collector beginning with 
stamps at the age of nine. He soon added coins to his 
collecting interests, and by 1976, he began an intense focus 
on collecting United States paper money. He has been very 
systematic in his collecting and has tried to obtain one note 
for each of the major signature varieties for each note type. 


In addition to major contributions in academia, Chambliss 
also spent countless years researching paper money 

and publishing numismatic books. He and Gene Hessler 
coauthored The Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. Paper 
Money and The Comprehensive Catalog of U.S. Federal 
Large-Size Notes, 1861-1929. He also authored and 
published, A Concise Catalog of U.S. Military Payment 
Certificates. 





This auction features his holding of large-size United States Notes, Silver Certificates, Treasury Notes of 
1890, and Gold Certificates along with smaller selections of Demand Notes and Interest Notes of various 
types. Many of the notes offered here serve as plate notes in the illustrations for his books. Many of 

the notes were on display over the decades in educational exhibits that Chambliss assembled for show 
attendees at the International Paper Money Show in Memphis. 


Chambliss is also an avid collector of National Bank Notes (both large and small), Small-Size Notes, 
Fractional Currency, and Military Payment Certificates. He is the author of a catalog of MPCs, and he is 

the author or co-author of three other books on U. S. paper money. He has attended most of the IPMS in 
Memphis, and he has presented numerous exhibits and several exhibits in that venue. In recent years, he has 
branched out into foreign paper money, and he has written numerous articles in that field. 


It is with great honor that we present this installment of the C.R. Chambliss Collection, with most of the 
proceeds going to Kutztown University; a significant impact for the school, another installment of a life of 
countless contributions to so many.

$19,975. While the realization here tonight will split the difference, we expect it to be closer to the 58 price than that of the 66 which was the finest offered in a 
decade. This piece has all the eye appeal of that example, with Gem sized margins and full embossing, but is just shy of the Gem grade for a touch of handling.

The practice was quickly abandoned and only used on 
this issue. For aces, Series A through E were used before simply reverting back to “Series of 1875.” Just Series A and B were used on the $2 Legals before return- 
ing to the simple series date. The Series A is scarcer than B, despite being printed in the same quantity, and far rarer than the simple Series of 1875 deuces. This 
example has full margins and excellent color, though there is a small repaired edge tear noted. Our records show the last Uncirculated example of this Friedberg 
number was offered 10 years ago this month in our 2008 Central States Signature auction. That example, a PMG 64 EPQ, realized more than $18,000. Though 
slightly lower in grade with a minor repair, this example has a much stronger overprint, an especially important element whose rarity rests in the red “Series A” 
overprint.

The lathework is extensive both on 
front and back, an implement used to thwart counterfeiters. Despite the relatively complex design, counterfeiters still worked to mimic the design. At least three 
well known counterfeit engravings are known and it was not long before the Bureau of Engraving and Printing was forced to change the design. In all, just over 
600,000 examples were printed for the 1862 and 1863 Series.

This is the final $50 Silver Certificate to utilize the black back with the word, “Silver,” in large capital letters, the 
most prominent feature. The face of this note is essentially identical to the nine previous varieties, save for the use of the small red scalloped seal which continues 
on, as the back design changes to the green back 1891 series. No third party graded 25 has ever auctioned, but two VF 20s sold over a decade ago, the first one in 
February 2005 during the somewhat overheated market for $63,250 and the other in November 2006 for $36,800 when cooler heads prevailed. Tonight’s offering 
of this evenly circulated PMG VF 25 should find a realization in the $25,000 to $35,000 range.

Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for 
bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time 
prior to the opening of any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of 
Internet-only auctions when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended 
period, if any 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion.
